DIRECTORS DISCUSS THE BILL. 


May Accept the Sunday Closing Amend- 
ment, but Are Opposed to the Other. 

World’s Fair Directors tempered their feel- 
ing yesterday against the action of the Senate 
in adding probibition and Sunday-closing 
amendments to the $5,000,000 appropriation 
bill when they became convinced that the pro- 
hibition clause would be stricken from ‘the 
bill. They considered such an- amendment 
too absurd for criticism. This conviction, 
however, did not settle upon them until late 
in the afternoon, when advices were received 
from Washington conveying the assurance 
that the amendment would be reconsidered. 

As to Sunday closing a different feeling pre- 
yails. While a majority were unwilling to ac- 
cept the bill with the liquor clause attached, 
they were less positive in regard to the action 
they would take if Suuday closing alone were 
the only outside amendment. 

“‘ Personally, I think it would be Wise | for 
the directory to accept the appropriation, even 
if it entails Sunday closing,” said Direetor 
Lyman J. Gage_yesterday. “ We have for a 
long time been saying that Congress was | re- 
sponsible for the Exposition.

MAKING READY A CITY 


ALDERMEN STILL PREPARING FOR 
THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


By Resolution the Mayor Is Instructed to 
Refrain from Appointing Arbitrators 
on the Four-Mile Tunnel Matter Until 
the Council Takes Further Action—Ald. 
Swift Wants a Practical Exposition of 
the Value of the Terminal Commission’s 
Labors—Stony Island Avenue Conduit. 


Much of the time of the adjourned meeting 
of the Uouncil was devoted last evening to 
projects for publicimprovements. Ald, George 
B. Swift, aiming to give effect to at least one 
of the conclusions of the terniinal commis- 
‘sion, introduced the following order, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

Ordered, That tlie Corporation Counse) and 

the Commissioner of Publie Works prepare and 
submit to the Council an ordinance providing for 
the elevation of the tracks of what is known as 
the St. Charles Air Line at the crossings of In- 
diana avenue, Michigan avenue, Wabash avenue, 
and State street at such an elevation as shall 
leave a clear head room of fourteen feet above the 
established grade of said streets. 
» Ald. Swift said that the improvement was 
suggested amid a mass of glittermg gertieral- 
ities in the Terminal commission report. He 
wanted to see whether it could be given prac. 
tical effect. 

The same Alderman moved that the Finance 
committee report on’ the ordinance for the 
establishment of cretpatories be made a 
special order for next nday evening. This 
was unanimously ‘concurred in. 

On motion of Chairman Kenny of the Com- 
mittee on Schools the following recommenda- 
tions of the School Board for buildings and 
sites were concurred in: 

An eighteen-room building at Grace and Shel- 
don streets. Lake View, to cost $70,000; a twelve- 
room addition to Englewood High School, to cost 
$50,000; four-room frame building, Leavitt and 
Belle Plaine avenue; twelve-room addition 
to Kershaw Schvol, $7,000; eight-room addi- 
tion to J. N. Thorp School, $30,000; 
six-room addition to D. 8S. Wentworth School, 
$25,000 ; two three-room additions to Clark‘School, 
$25.000; school site, Morgan and Fifty-sixth 
streets, $9,000; school site, Lincoln and Division 
streets, $16,000; eighteen-room building, Linden 
and Diversey streets, $70,000; eighteen-room build- 
ing, Evanston avenue and Schooi street, $70,000; 
eighteen-room building, Lincoln and Moore streets, 
$70,000; eighteen-room building, Stanwood and 
Michigan avenues, $70,000; school site, Sheridan 
and Weege avenues, $7.900; school site, Ellis ave- 
nue and Seventy-second streets, $6,611.76, and 
erection of a four-room frame building to cost 
$10,000; school site, Leavitt and Belle Plaine 
avenue, $1,450; two four-room frame buildings, 
Fifty-fiftn street and Western and Eighty-third 
street and Houston, $8,500 each ; and twelve-room 
addition to Sulzer School, $50,000. 

Another Protest Against Assembly-Rooms. 


Ald. Ernst entered a protest against the 
assembly hall scheme and the Council gave 
the School Board to understand that no more 
of thore halis will be permitted. The recom- 
mendations were concurred in last evening 
without change in order to give the School 
Board a chance to proceed with 
work on the buildings at once. The reccm- 
mendation for a school sits in the Nineteenth 
Ward at Good, Better, and Sholto streets, to 
cost $28,950, was sent back to the committee, 
Ald. O’Brien of that ward claimed it was not 
large enough for school purposes. There was 
considerable discussion on the subject, and

Ald, Gahan moved the passage of the order 


ledve to construct 4 tunnel under Congress 
street. Ald. Morris fought the order because 
specifications had not been filed. He said it 
was not fair to refuse the Victoria Hotel a bal- 
cony and give the Auditorium a tunnel. Ald. 
Tripp and Ald. O’ Neill said the dimensions of 
the tunnel should be given. The ordinance 
was then recommitted. 

Ald. Gahan called up an ordinance allowing 
the World’s Fair to lay conduits under Stony 
Island avenue from Jackson Park to Midway 
Plaisance. The measure provides that no 
permanept injury shall be dune the streets 
and that the conduits shall be removed within 
four months from the vlose of the Exposition. 
The supervision of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works is provided, Ald, Jackson secured 
the passage of an amendment striking out the 
clause allowing oil to be conveyed through 
the pipes. Other amendments were proposed 
but tabled, and the ordinance was 
passed—44 to 15. A companion for the con- 
struction of a viaduct over Stony Island 
avenue, between Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth 
streets, from Jackson Park to Midway 
Plaisance, for the purpose of carrying gas 
pipes, conduits, passengers, and freight, was 
presented. The viaduct is planned to be 66 
feet wide, and permission is asked to fence up 
Stony Island avenue beneath. Ald. O'Neill said 
that the tunnel ordinance for Stony Island 
having been passed, this viaduct ordinance, 
the carrying out of which would make the 
street unsightly, ought not to be passed. He 
moved to place the viaduct ordinance on file. 
“One is enough,”” he said. The ordinance 
was placed on file, 

No Arbitrators Yet Awhile. 


Ald. Swift entered a motion to reconsider 
the resolution for the appointment of arbi- 
trators to adjust the differences between Con- 
tractor Onderdonk and the city, and present- 
ed an order requesting the Mayor and Chair- 
man Sexton not to appoint arbitrators until 
the Council had taken further action on the 
subject. 

** I¢ is not known to the Council,” said Ald. 
Swift, “‘ that there are any matters of dispute 
between the city ana Mr. Onderdonk.”’ The 
order was passed, 

Ald. Powers called up the ordinance of the 
Jefferson and Urban Transit company for the 
laying of double tracks for a street-car line 
along the following thoroughfares, said tracks 
to connect with the Monroe and Fulton street 
lines: Fulton street, between Western avenue 
and Kedzie avenue; Kedzie avenue, between 
Fulton street and North avenue; Chicago 
avenue, between Kedzie avenue and Crawford 
avenue; Crawford avenue, between Chicago 
avenue and Grand avenue; Grand avenue, be- 
tween Crawford avenue and the junction of 
said Grand avenue and Armitage avenue. 

The ordinance, which contains provisions 
as to fares, etc., similar to the ordinary street 
railway orlinantes, was paseed—55 to 6. 
Ald. Swigert and Ald. Reddick alone opposed 
because some property-owners on Kedzie ay- 
enue objected. 

Ald, Mann sectred the passage of an ordi- 
nance giving the Windsor Park Street railway 
company the right to lay tracks and operate a 
street-car line dn Seventy-fifth street, from 
the Illinois Central tracks west to Railroad 
avenue, a distan¢e of two miles. The com- 
pany is allowed to use animal, cable, or elec- 
tric power. In any case the plans are made 
subservient to approval by the Commissioner 
of Public Works, In case electricity is used 
the wires are required to be suspended eight- 
een and a half feet above the rails. The 
company is specifically required to keep in re- 
pair and pave eight feet of the street where a 
single and sixteen feet where a double track 
is laid. The company is required to have the 
road in operation in eighteen months from 
the passage of the ordinance. 

Ald. Etlert tried to kill the ordinance with a 
loading down amendment requiring a deposit 
of $50,000, Ald; Mann said the road would 
cost only $20,000. Ellert’s amendment was 
tabled. Ald. O’Neill also withdrew his oppo- 
sition at first manifested, and the ordinance 
was passed, 55 to 6.

FAVORS BUILDING OF CREMATORIES. 


Figance Committee m Their Con- 
struction—Health ee Criticism. 


Ada C. Sweet and a delegation of women 
from the Municipal Order League argued for 
garbage crematories before the Council 
Finance committee yesterday. Miss Sweet, 
who acted as spokesman, ased the Aldermen 
to adopt the plan m the inferest of decency, 
good health, and common sense, She said 
the city was now paying handreds of thous- 
ands of dollars to cart garbage from one sec- 
tion to another—to clean the boulevards and 
dump the refuse at the door yards of the poor 
in the suburbs. Cromatopries, she thought, 
would remedy this conditson of things. She 
told the Alderthen that eryiig “no money ”’ 
was no use, for that was an Old story. ‘It is 
a question of doing the most necessary thing,” 
said she. ‘*‘We ask for no Ornamental affair, 
but for a necessary contrivance,” . : 

Besides the speaker the league was repre< 
sented by Mrs. George P. Upton, Mrs. Tobin, 
and Mrs. Keen. After hearing their state- 
ments Chairman McGillen of the Finance 
committee called for opinioms from the Alder- 
men. Ald. Madden said that unless the peo-

for garbage consumption at a per ton rate.

Bayt, Assistant Health Commissioner, 
thought the city should do the work.

charge. Another thing is that the city would 
not expect to make a profit on the investment, 
as a corporation most assuredly would. Un- 
der the control of the municipal authorities 
the institutions .could be made partly self- 
supporting. The refuse frem private corpora- 
tions could be burned at astated price. The 
revenue from this source and others availabie 
would probably reach 30 per cent of the ex- 
penses of the plants. From South Water street 
there is daily forty tons of refuse which could be 
disposed of in this manner. The hotels and 
restaurants add sixty tons daily; the night 
scavengers about forty loads a night. Ma- 
nure, which is now loaded on cars at a large 
expense, could be used at a nominal figure 
and assist in the burning of the heavier ma- 
terial, These, I think, should be good rea- 
sous for the city doing its own work.”’

The offense of solicit- 
ing bribes is put by the Obio statutes in the 
samne category as bribery, and the penalty is 
not to exceed $500 fine, or not to exceed five 
years at hard labor in the penitentiary, or 
both. Five of the accused have been arrested 
and have given $1,000 bond for their appear- 
ance, 

The other two are known to be in the city, 
but have not yet been placed. under arrest. 
The evidence which procured these indict- 
ments was obtained from the Pluto Oil com- 
pany, which desired permission to pipe cer- 
tain streets to furnish crude oi) for fuel to 
manufacturers. The combine, which 
embraced ten Councilmen, demanded 
$500 ~=s each, they agreeing to put 
the necessary ordinance through or refund 
the money. The Plute managers determined 
to trap the boodlers, so they prepared a trap- 
door in their private office under a desk. A 
screen of mosquito bar was placed in front of 
the desk so that three of four men could con- 
ceul the.nselves under the floor, pus their 
heads up under the desk, and see and hear the 
speakers. 

Soon a prominent Councilman called to 
talk about the ordinance. He then and there 
informed Mr. Lorenz that the ordinance 
would never pass until the sum of $500 was 
paid to each member of the ring. There were 
eleven and the sum demanded was $5,50u. 
Five members called in ones, twos, and threes, 
and positively stated that there were eleven in 
the combine and no legislation couid be 
got through without their consent and 
not one cent less than $5,500 would secure the 
passage of the ordinance. They even went 
further and told the amount-they oxpected to 
charge the Paragon Oil company and the 
Asphalt Paving company. The latter two they 
said must pay $11,000 each. 

All this evidence was taken down in short- 
hand and was available to the grand jury. 
The seven men whose talk was thus taken 
down were indieated.

SAND AND BALLAST ELEVATING 
ILLINOIS CENTRAL TRACKS, 


An Increased Force of Men Now at Work 
Between Fifty-first and Sixty-seventh 
Streets—Subways Are Also Being Pre- 
pared—It Is Probable That at Least 
Three New Stations Will Be Erected— 
Plenty of Room for the Midway Plais- 
ance—What Engineer Parkhurst Says. 

All the way from Forty-seventh to Seventy- 
first street huge piles of sand were being 
dumped yesterday to be used in the process of 
elévating the Illinois Central tracks. A re- 
porter for THe Trisune made a journey be- 
tween the streets named and found the pre- 
liminary operations of the big enterprise weil 
under way. Gangs of laborers were shoveling 
the sand from Jong trains on the east track. 

As fast as the sand and ballast is dumped the 

workmen raise sections of the track. It looks 

like a slow: process, but the rise is perceptible 
and as fast as could be expected considering 
the magnitude of thé undertaking. 

Excavations for the bases of the subways 
have been made at all the street intersections 
beginning at the east line of the right of way. 

The excavations are seven and one-half feet 

wide and two and one-half feet deep.; In the 

excavations a solid bed of concrete 1s laid to 
the ground surface level. On this concrete 
the sides of the subways rise in Bedford stone 
to a height of fourteen and one-half feet. The 
subways will be from eleven to twelve and 
one-half feet high in the clear. From Fifty- 
first to Fifty-fifth streets they are eleven feet 
high, from Fifty-fifth to Sixty-third streets 
twelve feet high and from Sixty-third to Sixty- 
seventh streets twelve and one-half feet high. 


Generally speaking the distance between the 


sides of the subways will be sixty-six feet. 
The one at Fifty-first street will be 100 feet 
wide, that at Fifty-third street eighty feet, and 
the one at Sixty-fifth street sixty feet. The 
company has not yet decided how the World’s 
Fair Midway Plaisance will be accommodat- 
ed, but there will be plenty of room for pass- 


‘age-ways under the tracks. In all probability 


a trestle carrying the entire ten tracks will be 
built over the Midway Plaisance from the 
Fifty-ninth street subway to that at Sixtieth 
street. 

More Men at Work. 

An additional force of men was put to work 
yesterday on the east track between Fifty-first 
and Sixty-seventh streets, This track will be 
the one nearest the eastern line of the right 
of way, and from it the material forthe eleva- 
tion of the other nine tracks will be dumped. 
This track and one parallel to it will consti- 
tute the two new tracks to be put east of the 
present tracks. Each track will be eleyated 
as svon as the one east of it is complete. 

Ultimately all the depots between Fifty-first 
and Sixty-seventh streets will be raised toa 
level with the elevated tracks. In some cases 
where the depots have become so afflicted 
with the ravages of time that the raising of 
them is not possible, new stations will be 
built. It is probable that there will be at 
least three new stations. 3 

Assistant Chief Engineer Parkhurst, who is 
in charge of the plans for elevating the tracks, 
said yesterday : 

“We are not prepared to state just yet 
what we will do with the depots. Some new 
stations will be on the program, without doubt, 
but it has not yet been decided 
where . they will be. The station 
problem is one that demands careful 
consideration. It is scarcely three weeks 
since the matter of track raising was decided, 


and all the plans are in more or less of an 


embryonie state. I do not wish to make state- | The express messenger in the meantime had. 


ments that we might be compelled to go back | 
on in the future, and for that reason it is not 
proper for me to go into the details of con- 
struction. The public can rest assured that it 
will all come around in due time.’’. 

“What temporary arrangement will be 
made so that passengers can reach the ele- 
vated tracks ?”’ 

** We haven’t figured that out. yet. Until 
the depots are raised some temporary plat- 
forms will doubtless be erected with stairs 
leading to them. However, I can’t say much 
yet because we haven’t made the plans. It 1s 
not an undertaking to be settled in detail in 
three weeks. We have not decided yet just 
how the approaches from the elevated tracks 
into the World’s Fair grounds will be made, 
The work of perfecting the plans is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible, 

‘* In two or three weeks the first east track 
will be raised to its permanent grade, and 
after that the work of elevation will be com- 
paratively rapid.” )

Mining Congress Defeated the Minority 

Report Favoring Bimetallism, 
¢ Hewzna, Mont., July 14.—The mining con- 
gress met this morning to consider the silver 
resolutions, but the committee was not éready 
to repot. The morning hours passed in read- 
ing a paper advocating silver coinage and 
denouncing the “gold bugs’ and bankers 
by John Doniphan of Missouri. 

The Committee on Resolution reported at the 
afternoon session. Mr, Patterson (Colorado) 
made a long speech in favor of the majority re- 
port and E. V. Smalley (Wis.) spoke in favor 
of the minority report and against the Stewart 
Silver bill. The minority report was over- 
whelmingly defeated, but no action was taken 
on the majority report. Patterson’s speech cre- 
ated a sensation. He tried to turn the mining 
congress‘ into a Third party movement. 
Among the resolutions offered by Patterson 
is the following: 

Reeolved, That wisdom and patriotism require 
that the people of the silver States and the State 
conventions of all parties therein shall shape ac- 
tion so as to secure the balance of power, if that 
be possible,‘in the Electoral College, to thejend that 
the Electors elected by the people of such States 
may so act independently in the Electoral Col- 
lege as to defeat tie election of any man as Pres- 
ident who will not agree that the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed in any future act of Congress 1h 
relation to silver shall stand without executive 
interference or veto. That in order 
to meet the contingency of a possible election of 
President by the present House of Representa- 
tives. the constituents of members of the present 
House be appealed to to demand of all members of 
the present House who are candidates for reélec- 
tion a promise that they will support no man for 
President who will not permit the will of the 
people as expressed in any future act of Congress 
upon the silver question to stand without execu- 
tive veto.

be captured. They evidently eluded 
their . pursuers, and while yet fresh 
from the pursuit committed aaother daring 
robbery. Itis believed that the four ‘men 
captured “peached” on the gang and 
revealed the plot of tonight’s robbery, 
for a posse was organized at Adair to protect 
the train robbed. 

The method of the robbery corresponds with 
the methods of all the Walton operations. 
The train had just left Adair when two men 
crawled over the tender, terrorized the engi- 
neer and firemen with drawn revolvers, and 
commanded the engineer to stop. the 
train. As hedid so the posse prepared for 
an attack, which was immediately made by 
the members of the gang from the road-

Available Funds—Bankers Take Con- 
a Steady Reduction in the Coin Kept on 


Duties Helping Out the Treasury. 

New Yorx, July 14,—[Special. |--The three 
and one-half millions of gold exported from 
the United States last week and the $750,000 
Wednesday were taken d¢irectly from the 
United States Treasury vaults, drawn from 
what is called the free gold, instead of being fur- 
nished by the banks, as the castom has been 
heretofore. The United States Treasury on 


the obligations represented by the outstanding 


is held by the Treasury under the law, as _ re- 
serve for the redemption of the greenbacks or 
United States notes. This leaves only $11,- 
071,257 of free gold. Heretofore exports of 
gold have been made in this way: The for- 
eign bankers went to the banks in this city, 
deposited legal tenders, and obtained there- 
for goid certificates for the amount of the gold 
required. They then presented the 
certificates at the Subtreasury and  re- 
ceived gold coin for them. Although 
the difficulty may be safely bridged over, 
and it probably will be, the United States is 
just now menaced with a serious shortage of 
gold, - for the first time in the history of gold 
exports.to Europe the yellow coins have be- 
gun to come out of the Treasury vaults and 
not from the banks, 

By a deliberate and premeditated move the 
officers of five or six banks, through which 


these shipments are , now refuse to give 
up their hoards old, as repre- 
sented by gold certificates, and the 


drain is upon the Subtreasury. 
But. recently, under their agreement, 
banks have refused to give the shippers gold 
certificates, handing them instead greenbacks 
or United States notes. By the express terms 
of the law United States notes or greenbacks. 
are payable in gold, but the Treasury notes 
are payable at the on of the Secretary of 
ne either in gold or silver. 


treasury, and

more gold coming in it would be a question 
of a very short time when the supply of 
free id now in the Treasury would 
be @xhausted and the government have no 
more gold to pay out. The effect of such a 
shortage in this financial center would be dis- 
astrous. 

But tite government has one hope—the re- 
ceipts in gold through the payments of cus- 
toms dues. The importer paying duty on his 
gvods hands over either Treasury notes, green- 
backs, gold coin, or gold certificates. Just 
what proportion of these customs payments 
are made in gold certificates it ig not easy to 
ascertain. it varies, The percentage June 20 
last of customs dues paid in gold certificates 
at the New York custom house was 6.4 and 
July 9 it was 10.7. During this week the lat- 
ter percentage has been kept up. The 
officials in the cashier’s office of the custom- 
house say the increased percentage is age: 
— to the officials of the Treasury part- 
mént. They hope that it will, to a certain ex- 
tent, counterbalance the expected drafts of 
gold while the present drain lasts. The en- 
tire amount of free gold in the treasury vaults 
tomorrow morning will not Be more than 
$10,000,000. This is acknowledged in the 
financial world to be an uncomfortably small 
amount. It is declared that if this reserve 
should be wiped out, gold would at once go 
toapremium. President es | W. Cannon 
of the Chase National Bank, a prominent 
member: of the Clearing House committee, 
said tha he thought Senator Sherman’s move 
was a wise one, The repeal of the present law 
would be especially beneficial in view ofthe 
International Monetary Conference which: is 
to meet this year. : 

“The bankers think,’”” he said, “that the 
time has come when the United States should 
protect its supply of gold just as T nations 
are doing. . Long ago some barriers should 
have been interposed in the way of y mhorge > 
bankers who are draining the gold from this 
country. The present supply of gold in the 
country’ is so scant that the banks have 
thought it quite time to take this first step in 
the way of putting up a barrier against these 
exports. y are now in hopes that the 
ine Department will order other restric- 
tions. we | other nation in the world pro- 
tects its gold supply jealously,”’ 

When asked what restrictions he would sug- 
gest on the part of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mr. Cameron called attertion to the fact 
that the Treasury notes are: payable at the 
Secretary’s option in silver. e thought the 
Secretary would be quite justified whenever a 
foreign banker presents Treasury notes at the 
Subtreasury in the hope of obtaining geld for 
shipment abroad in redeeming they; in silver. 
He hoped that this woula be done whenever 
the department was satisfied that the gold was 
intended for shipment abroad. Such a course 
on the part of the Secretary would be justified 
by the law and would meet the approval of 
the financial world. :

The Union Housesmiths and Iron League 
Trouble Approaching a Crisis.

If 
the ore set is not willing to work for a named 
compensation which the other is willing to 
accept, the latter is entitled to protection of 
its right to make a contract and perform it. 
Suppose the same line ef argument that is 
used by the strikers were applied to dealings 
The man on strike says 


to the storekeeper: “I have been paying you 


‘certain prices for groceries during the last 
two or three years. 


Now you say you 
cannot afford to sell at thpse  fig- 
ures but must charge more. I do not care 
whether the business would be a losing one 
with you or not. All I know is that I will 
only pay you for sugar, coffee, tea, rice, soap, 
etc., what Ihave been accustomed to pay, 


‘and if you will not sell to me at those-prices I 


will not let anybody else deai with you. No- 
body else shail pay you prices which I refuse 
to pay.”’ That is a parallel case, and the ar- 
gument would be so self-evidently absurd that 
no civilized government on the face of the 
earth could be expected to sustain it. 
The strikers should never forget that in a freé 
country citizen willmg to work for two 
dollars a day has an equal right to a vote and 
to the protection of the law as has the man 
who will not work for less shan three dollars 
per diem. 


ON WHAT “VALUE” OF PAPER “ MONEY” 
DEPENDS. 

An esteemed correspondent writes that 
many of his customers in Nebraska are af- 
fected by the heresy of an irredeemable paper 
currency. ‘They say: * The stamp of the gov- 
ernment gives value to paper,” and it “can 
create value.”” He asks for Tux Trisune’s 
views in regard to that point. It has several 
times defined the relation which ditferent 
kinds of paper issues bear to real money and 
described the utter inability of an} govern- 
ment to creaté values by its stam p ¢ or fiat. It 
will do 80 once more. . 

Several governments, our own among the 
number, have succeeded in floating consider- 
able quantities of paper “‘ money ’’—Treasury 
notes that were not redeemed on demand in 
coin. -That is what sets these Nebraska people 
crazy with the fiat idea; they fancy it can be 
done indefinitely without any pronfise of coin 
redemption. But they overlook the impor- / 
tant fact that ail the paper thus issued con- 
sisted of promises to pay coin, and if these 
promises were not kept the paper became of 
little or no value for making purchases of 
any kind whatever. These issues have only 
been made under the stress of war, when 
the Treasury was near the point of bankrupt- 
cy andtaxes could not be collected in suffi- 
cient amount to meet the expenses of the 
struggle for national existence. Then the 
government issued these paper promises, which 
were to be eventually redeemed in coin in every 
instance save that of the French _assignats, 
which were founded on lands confiscated 
from the church and nobility. And the pur- 
chasing power of that kind of paper “‘money”’ 
has always been in proportion to the faith the 


receivers of the paper had in the ability and | 


intention of the governirent to redeem it. 
The estimate of that ability iargely depended 
on the quantity of that sort of paper afloat in* 
proportion to the strength of the government 
issuing it. 

Governments have experienced little diffi- 
culty in forcing paper upon the people as 
legal tender for the payment of previously ex- 
isting debts and for taxes and other govern- 
ment dues. But the value of the ** money ”’ 
for making new purchases has dlways been in 
proportion to the apparent probabilities of its 
being redeemed in coin. The iess the proba- 
bility the nearer the paper money was worth 
nothing. 

The largest amount of non-interest-bearing 
promises to pay that the United States Gov- 
ernment had out at-any one time, ‘as officially 
reported, was the 30th of June, 1865, when the 
troops were being paid off —$431,066,428 of non- 
interest-bearing greenbacks and $193,756,080 
of compound-interest-bearing notes, which 
were paid out to the troops, railroads, and 
othets when the great Union army was being 
disbanded. This 624 millions wag not -exces- 
sive for a total of 35 millions of people with 
the knowledge on the part of the. public that 
the compound interest notes were soon to be 
funded into gold bonds and the, greenbacks 


to be reduced to a 400 million limit. They 


were all redeemable in coin just as soon as 
the government waa able to do it. The pur- 
chasing power of the greenbacks fell to 45 or 
50 cents on the dollar along in 1863 because of 
gravedoubtsas tv their redemption. At one time 
it seemed to many people an even chance of 
intervention by France and England in aid of 
the Confederate cause. People with gold were 
timid and those who bought the greenbacks 
were only willing to pay for them about half 
their face, though every one of those pieces of 
paper was a promise to pay in coin. 

Our government has never issued any fiat 
notes since the American Revolution. The 
only approach to it wae made by the old Con- 
tinental Congress. The issues by that body 
had practically no redemption behind them, 
and they went the way of all irredeemable 
trash. They died out so completely that mill- 
ions of “doljars” of it were not worth. as 
much as thesame number of copper cents. 
The French (Government during the Revolu- 
tion tried every species of coercion to make 
its assignats satcainable in land go at par, but 
to no purpoke. Their purchasing power went 
down by successive steps to zero, as our Conti- 
neptal q .money did. Austria had to sus- 
pend specie payments after the war with Ger- 
many in and though it had never had out 
more than two or three hundred millions of 
dollars and always professed its intention to 
redeem in coin, its notes fell to a big discount 
and cuntinued so for a quarter of a century. 
They are now rising in value because of prep- 
arations for their redemption in gold. The 
$250,000,000 of notes issued by the Italian Gov- 
ernment as a consequence of its struggle with 
Austria sunk to adiscount ot about 30 per 
cent because of doubts that the promise to re- 
deem in coin would not be carried out. The less 
than $5 per head of treasury notes which Russia 
issued to help carry on its war with Turkey 
fifteen years ago drooped to 25@30 per cent 
discount, though the *“ money ”’ was expressly 
made payable for all debts to individuals and 
dues to the government, and was issued with 
a promise t6 redeem in coin as quickly as pos- 


sitle. : 


If, in any of these cases, the peper issued 
has been irredeemable “ fiat,” whether francs, 
hre, ducats, rubles, or dollars, its value would 
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be ‘paid previous to 


aes rare declared its inability to live with 


ind of “money,” which it could not pay 
ey r supplies for its army navy or sal- 
aries for its officials. 


It has been tried again and again, only to 
find every time that the money stamp placed 
by a government upon a piece of paper gives 
it no permanent value or purchasing power. 
Unless there is a bona fide promise of coin re- 
demption it is of no value whatever, and if it 
have puch promise its buying value as money 
will depend upon what the public believes to 
be the strength of the guarantee and proba- 
bility of redemption. The principle is pre- 


cisely thesame that obtains in the case of a 


note given by a mercantile firm. If the abil- 
ity of the firm to redeem its promise 
promptly is undoubted the note will 
be taken at par. If there be any 
doubt the bank will take it only at a discount 
additional to the interest charge. But if the 
piece of paper contained simply a written 
statement by John Jones & Co. to the effect 
‘* thig is ten dollars’ thedocument would have 
no more purchasing power than has an equal 
weight of waste paper. Now, any govern- 
ment is but a representation of an aggregate 
of firms and people. It can no more create a 
value out of nothing than John Jones can do 
it. No matter by whom or how. many a piece 
of paper is issued it has no purchasing power 
unless the person to whom it is offered in pay- 
ment has reason to believe he ¢an obtain for 
it coin money from somebody. But if the 
party emitting the paper is not willing to ever 
redeem it how ean it be expected that any one 
else will be so silly as to redeem it with real 
money for him? 

If these Pepple’s party persons could but 
bring themselves to look at the case in its 
common-sense aspect, apart$from the glamour 
thrown uround it by a wild misconception of 
the functions and powers of government, they 
would sée that they have been swallowing the 
east wind, playing with a mere shadow, ad- 
miring amirage that mocks the gazer and 
lures him to destruction. If they would study 
history they would find ‘there i¢ an utter ab- 
sence of precedent or proof to sustain their 
crazy theory, and plenty of hard facts of grim 
experience to show the folly of atternpting the 
impossible. They would perceive that the ut- 
terances which have misled them are the 
effusions of shallow-brained cranks. They 
would see that the value of money is deter- 
mined by what it will buy; by what it is esti- 
mated at between buyer and seller, and not by 
what it may be declared worth by any gov- 
ernment. They would understand that the 
tssue of $50 of fiat scrip per head, or three 
and a half billions for. the Nation, for which 
they clamor, would not increase their ability 
to purchase any of the. things they desire to 
possess, since the‘ money ”’ that was cheap to 
the buyer would also be cheap to the seller, 

and if not itself real money or an acceptable 
, Promise to pay eoin money would have no 
value at all. Leaning on a government stamp 
is foolishness—hardly above sheer lunacy. 


MISTAKES OF THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The quadrennial gathering of Prohibition- 
ists, lately in session at Cincinnati, suggests 
once more the eminently practical question— 
What is it they propose todo? Their own re- 
ply would ve “‘ we pfopose to stop the sale of 
liquor.”” Ihe reply, however, is misleading. 
There are already laws in nearly every State 
in the Union, known as “‘local option”’ laws, 
by which the sale of liquor can be stopped if 
the people want it stopped. Under these laws 
every community has the right to forbid and 
prevent the sale of intoxicating liquors, and 
the authority to enforce its orders by all the 
powers which courts, juries, sheriffs, and their 
deputies have at their command. All that it 
is necessary for the Prohibitionists in Illinois, 
for inatance, to do, in order to secure the sup- 
pression of the sale of liquor 1m sdioons in any 
county, is to convert a majority of the voters 
in the county to accept their doctrines, But 
they are not satisfied with this privilege to 
fight the rum power by _ counties. 
The State is the smallest unit which 
they will recognize. They hold that if the 
majority of the Legislature passes 9 sump- 
tuary law it must be enforced against the peo- 
ple of the counties opposed to it, and shut 
their eyes to the facts of experience that it 
cannot be done. A majority ‘of the counties 
of Iowa insist cn imposing prohibition upon 
@ minority of counties whose people are op- 
posed to the “Dry” program. Result, not 
withstanding the State Constitution, the Dry 
program is not enforced in thoge ** Wet ”’ coun- 
ties, and never will be until a majority of their 
voters are converted to the doctrine of co- 
ercive teetotalism. But the “‘ Drys"’ shit their 
eyes to the outcome of their attempt .to over- 
ride the popular sentiment of the ** Wet ’’ coun- 
ties. All human experience in free countries 
has shown that sumptuary laws can only be 
enforced when they are supported by the pub- 
lic geutiment of the country, and experience 
has demonstrated that where prohibition is op- 
posed by the public sentiment of a country the 
local administration will'not em force it, because 
the administratars of the Jaw are governed 
by the popular sentiment of that community, 
The Prohibitionists attempt to give force to 
their State law by a systern of State constabu- 
lary, whose agents are sent from Dry coun- 
ties, but they meet with very indifferent suc- 
cess. } 

Sach is the prohibition program, It needs 
no argument to show that it is in direct vivla- 
tion of the fundamental doctrine of home 
rulé—namely: that in all matters of sumptu- 
ary and domestic interest and in all "personal 
and family habits and concerns the county, 
and not the State or an outside community, 
shall have the power of prohibition. This 
principle is now applied in nearly every State 
in the Union, and particularly in the South. 
If a county wants liquor with a tax attach- 
ment it has it. If it wants prohibition it has 
it. |The county which favors liquor says to 
theione which does not: “You mind your 
business and we will mind ours. We are not 
making you drink when you do’ not want to 
and you must not interfere with us,’? 

Thus theProhibition party is not organized 
for|the promulgation of temperance, for it 
does nothing of the kind, Dr. Keeley, single- 
handed, has done more for temperance than 
allthe State Prohibitionists in the United 
States. He has sobered ‘nien by thousands. 
They never have sobered one drunkard by 
their method of operation. Local option laws 
have done a great work in suppressing sa- 
loons, because they have givento “Dry” coun- 
tiés full authority to invoke laws against the 
sale of liquor. If Prohibitionists were wise 
they would propagate their “Dry” doctrine on 
the lines of local option in order to add to the 
nutnber of counties that woulil fight the sale. 
Instead of this, acting in this sensible way, 
ne allow themselves to be led by a few fa-

And it is in fighting these adverse county ma- 
jorities of the people the “‘ Drys” always fail 
and always will, The courts, juries, and sher- 
iffs, representing popular sentiment of the 
counties, refuse to enforce the sum ptuary law, 
and therefore it remains a ‘dead letter. But 
the rabid Prohibitionists shut their eyes to 
the facts as a Shey exist and go it blind. 


THE COEUR DALENE MURDEROUS SYSIKE. 


The events which have been transpiring at’ 


Homestead durimg the last week have almost 
obscured the equally exciting’ events which 


have occurred in the Coour d’Aléne mining re- | 


gion of far-away Idaho, and yet these two 
great strikes have much in common. In Idaho 
asin Pennsylvania the struggle is between 
union labor, non-union labor, and employers. 
The miners &t the silver lead ore mines of 
Coeur d’Aléne insisted upon a raise in the wages 
of common laborers from $3 to $3.50, the 
wages of skilled miners, as they feared the 
effects of improved machinery. The demund 
was at first conceded, and it was followed by 
a heavy advance of railroad freight rates, ne- 
cessitating the closmg .of the mines, When 
the freight rates were put back to their for- 
mer svale the owners notified the miners that 
they would reopen the mines April 1. and pay 
the miners $3.50 and the laborers $3. The 
union, however, rejected the offer and refused 
to allow the men to go to work. In this case 
there is no profection question, but the pluto- 
crat in the case is Houser, the great Demo- 
cratic buss of the country. 

In this emergency Houser, the Democratic 
millionaire boss, imported non-union 
men, but they were dynamited and 
captured by the union mob and marched 
out of the camps. Houser & Co. 
applied to the courts for injunctions, which 
were served on all the leading men of the 
union. The latter at once set the law at defi- 
ance and rioting and dynamitmg began. 
Monday last the union strikers marched in 
force upon the Frisco mill and after blowmg 
it up with dynamite succeeded in arresting 110 
non-union laborers whom they still have as 
prisoners, after killing and injuring several of 
them and causing a loss of property aimount- 
ing to $125,000. Since that time they have 
maltreated and driven off non-union men, 
have seized mine-owners whom they are hoid- 
ing as hostages, cut the telegraph wires, torn 
up hundreds of feet of the tracks, and burned 
bridges on the Northern Pacific railroad, and 
seized all the mines in their vicinity and 
threaten to blow them up if any attempt is 
made to coerce them or bring non-union men 
in by force. 

The militia of Idaho bichae too feeble to 
cope with these thousands of striking miners, 
Gov. Willey applied to the President of the 
United States for froops and placed Shoshone 


‘County under martial Jaw. Tha President 


did not delay in his duty like the Democratic 
Governor of Pennsylvania under similar cir- 
cumstanees, He did not take into considera- 
tion the possibility that his party might lose 
some votes by antagonizing union strikers. 
He obeyed the law’promptly and as soon as 
the application of the Governor of Idaho was 
received igsued orders for the concentration of 
regular troops at the mines in sufficient force 
to protects hfe and property, to de- 
fend men in their rights to labor, 
and to reéstablish the operations of law and 
keep the peace. These troops are now arriv- 
ing at the scene of disturbance, It is possible 
the union miners, who are well armed, may re- 
sist; if they do, there will be no child’s play. 

Fighting is the business of regulars and the 


strikers will be subdued at whatever cost of. 


life. Gen, Curtis, in command of the forces, 
has received explicit instructions from the 
Governor to ** protect life and property within 
the County of Shoshone with all the force at 
your command, and the right of every man to 
labor wherever he can find employment ”’; 
also to “* meet force with force and use every 
means at your command to firmly reéstablish 
law, order, and domestic tranquillity,”’ and 
this will be done. 

The mtuation at Coeur d’Aléne, therefore, 
does not differ materially from that at Home- 
stead so far as the causes of the trouble are 
concerned. There is the same dispute as to 
wages, growing out of the introduction of im- 
proved machinery, which must sooner or 
later be settled by negotiation of some kind. 
There is the same vontest between union and 
non-union labor, the former taking the un- 
tenable position that after it abandons its job it 
has the right to prevent non-union meh from 
working. Reduced to its simplest statement, 
one set of workingmen declares that another 
set shall not have the right to earn a living, 
and that union strikers who quit their jobs 
have the right to kill non-union workers who 
have taken the vacant places. A more abso- 
lute and anarchical tyranny than this never 
existed. 


ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC SKEDADDLER. 

“One by one the roses fall.” 
the Dempcratic papers turn tail on their 
party platform and their own former teach- 
ings. They repudiate and renounce free trade, 
cease demanding the repeal of the “ robber 
and unconstitutional protective duties,” and 
come out|as moderate protectionists.

That was the offer made by the persons 

authorized to represent Chicago—ten million 


dollars—and that was the proposition whieh 


was accepted by Congress, 

Chicago agreed to raise ten millions and 
Congress inserted that sum.in the World’s 
Fair bill.’ As the measure and limit of che 
financial responsibility of this city that sum 
has been raised and more. The city has given 
five millions in bonds, and private citizens 
have subscribed a larger amount than five 
millions, 

The National Commission, which was cre- 
ated by act of Congress, and was given the 
control of the Exposition, was not satisfied 
with sucha Fair as could be had by the ex- 
penditure of ten million dollars. It widened 
the scope of the undertaking, and added new 
and attractive features—all with the full ap- 
proval of the people of the United States— 
until it sketched out an Exposition on a fifteen 
milhon dollar scale, 

When this action was tobe by the body 
which Congress placed in charge of the Fair 
Chicagoans naturally turned to the United 
States Government to advance the extra sum. 
They had not the least idea that there would 
be any hesitation or difficuity about it. They 
had done what they had promised on behalf 
of the city. They had given full measure, It 
never oceurred to them that the General Gov- 
erninent, would play the part of a scrimping, 
avaricious father, forcing a child to go to 
special expense for his glory and profit and 
then refusing to advance a cent ef the money. 
It is barely possible that a majority of the 
members of the House may take the dishonor- 
able and discreditable position that it is proper 
to require the city to raise ten millions to pro- 
duce a World’s Pair; then, when its basis is 
changed and enlarged by public demand, 
which necessitates the expenditure of five 
millions more than the city had to ex- 
pend, to declare that the General Gov- 
ernment will do nothing and give nothing. If 
so, the less said of the patriotism, public 
spirit, morality, and decency of that py 
in Congress the better. 


WHERE REFORM Is NECESSARY. ' 

The Superintendent of Streets has notified 
the South Side street railway company that he 
will not issue it a permit to do any more track 
laying until it has done the necessary repair- 
ing on those parts of Michigan and Wabash 
avenues and Randolph street where it recent- 
ly built its new loop. The stand taken by the 
Superintendent is proper, but the street rail- 
way company is not the sole offender. Other 
corporations do more damage to the streets 
than it does. The gas companies are the 
worst. They are perpetually trenching up 
the streets; pulling up granite blocks, chop- 
ping through asphalt, and tearing up cedar 
blocks and cutting the planks on whieh they 
rest. After they are through with a thorough- 
fare it is gridironed with ridges and valleys, 
the latter being filled with water during the 
wet seasons. One of these companies is at 
present ripping up Monroe street and will 
leave it unfit to travel on. 

Why does not Mr. Burke give the gas 
companies a dose of his medicine? They have 
taken the life out of miles and miles of pave- 
ment. He should refuse to let them do any 
more digging until they have repaired’ dam- 
ages. It would also be an excellent idea for 
the city authorities to keep a closer watch on 
the manner in which corporations repave the 
streets they dig up. These companies would 
not have become so remiss if the city had not 
been so indifferent. The former saw that théy 
were not watched nor made to live up to the 
terms of the bargains they had made, and uf 
course they neglected their duty. The first 
step to be taken to make these gas and other 
companies attend to their business is for the 
city officers to be zealous‘and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties. 


TOE THE MARK. ° 

Free trade can be a practical possibility 
just. as soon as the Democrats can elect a free 
trade President and a free trade Congress. 
They hope to do both in November. And if 
they succeed then not a word will be said 
about the government being obliged to de- 
pend on protective duties for revenue, That 
sort. of talk is heard now onlg from the cow- 
ards and the dodgers, who abound in the 
ranks of the office-seeking politicians.

But while free coinage is defeated, 
the Treasury Department keeps on purchas- 
ing 4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly, under 
the law of 1890, and increasing the volume of 
thuse Treasury notes which the department 
says it is ready to redeem in gold or silver 
coin at the option of the holder, At the same 
time. the stock of government gold in the 
Treasury is dwindlmg. When gold is needed - 
for shipment abroad legal tenders and Treas- 
ury notes are presented at the Subtreasury 
in New York and it is obtajped for them. 

| Just prier to the passage of the law of 1890 - 

the Treasury Department held $180,000,000 of 
free gold, which was available for the redemp- 
tion of legal -tenders, the ¢tal amount of 
which is $346,000,000. The $330,000,000 of ail- 
ver certificates outstanding were and are 
specifically made redeemable in silver dollars. 
The gold reserve was 52 per cent of the paper 
redeemable in gold. At present the amount 
of free gold is $111,000,000, The legal tenders 
still stand at $346,000,000, but mm addition to 
them there are Treasury notes amounting to 
$101,000,000, This makes a total of $447,000,- 
000 which the Treasury may be asked to 
redeem in gold, while the reserve is a Hittle 
less than 25 per cent. This isa great change 
for the worst in just about two years,

Parnell’s Fame Amounts to Little Now— 
Edward Blake Elected. 

Loxpon, July 14.--Considerable interest bas 
been manifested in the returns from Ireland. 
In the South Division of Longford the Hon, 
Edward Blake, who came from Canada on the 
jnvitation of the anti-Parnellite electors of the 
district to oppose the Conservative candidate, 
was successful, -carrying the district by 
a majority of 2,197. It is expected that Mr. 
Blake, with his wide knowledge of the work- 
ings of home rule in Canada, will prove an in- 
valuable ally to Mr. Gladstone. His attain- 
ments are sucti that he is certain to make him- 
self felt in the House of Commons, and he w'!! 
always be found in the first rank of those who 
are battling for the reéstablishment of a Par- 
hament in Dublin. 

In the North Division of County Louth 
Timothy Healy was successful, Mr. Healy,

The figures show that his majority 
in North Louth is 699, - the vote standing 2,268 
in his favor, against 1,569 for Mr. Callan, the 
Parnellite who opposed him. . 

The Parnelittes thought that the magic of 
their late leader’s name would work wonders 
in an election, but that they were mistaken is 
shown by the result of the voting in the West 
Division of Wicklow, where there were three 
candidates—Anti-Parnellite, Conservative, and 
Parnellite. J. H. Parnell, a~ brother of~the 
late Charles Stewart Parnell, stood in the 
interests of the Parnellites. He stood at

Belief That the Rosales Has Drifted Ashore 
—Influenza,in Chile.

VaLparaiso, July 14.—Additional particu- 
lars have been received of the wreck of the 
Argentine torpedo gunboat Rosales. There is 
every reason to believe that the vessel sprung 
aleak. The plates under the engine-room un- 
doubtedly caused a severe strain. The engine 
was going at full speed when the accident o¢- 
curred. It appears that the Argentine naval 
officers advised the Minister of the Navy not 
to permit the Rosales to goon the voyage to

St. Pererssure, July 14.—Some doctors 
here assert that cholera has appeared in Mos- 
cow, where there are thirty-five cases in hos- 
pital, but that no deaths have oceurred.

Several railway passen- 
gers traveling from Moscow to St. Petersburg, 
becoming suspiciously ill, were stopped en 
route and returned to Moscow. It is reported 
that cholera has broken out in a village near

Owing toa report that the doctors were 
causing cholera patients to be buried alive the 
lower classes of the City of Saratoff rose ip 
revolt against the authorities and the doctors 
July 10. The excited populace wrecked and 
plundered the police station, cholera hos- 
pitals, aid the residences of the Chef of 
Police and physicians. Several*patients were 
dragged out of one hospital to save them, as 
the ignorant mob thought, from being buried 
alive. The medical assistants were attacked 
and two ot them were killed.

The latest reports of the progress of the disease 
in Astrakhan say that in one da = poe were 
attacked with cholera and 102 others died from the 
disease. The Astrakhana Messenger publishes de- 
tails of the recent riots at that place growing out 
of the cholera epidemic. It says that the mob held 
the town for two days. An hospital was 
burned to the gronnd and all the medical staff of 
the institution were more or less injured. One 
doctor and his assistant were brutally beaten by 
the mob and trampled to death. The patients in 
the hospital were carried to the banks of the 
Volga and fed with milk, as a supposed antidote 
to the poison administered by the doctors, and 
several succumbed to. this eapenceseenry treat- 
ment. Only the firing of infantry volléys brought 
the maddened mob to reason. 


THE REPORT OF MR, ASTOR’S DEATH. 


Efforts to Find the Perpetrators of the 
Cruel Hoax Meé¢ting with Success, 

Lowvow, July 14.—Neither William Waldorf 
Astor nor Mr. Adams, his agent here, will 
give permission to any one to see the dispatch 
received in New York by Mr. Baldwin an- 
nouncing the death of Mr. Astor.

NEILL FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER, 
The Ex-Chicago Physician Indicted by a 
London Coroner’s Jury. 

Lonpon, July 14.+The jury which has been 
investigating into the death of Matilda 
Clover, the girl who died October last, and an 
examination of whdse remains showed that 
she had been poisoned with strychnine, yes- 
terday returned a verdict of willful murder 
against Thomas Neill, the man who is in cus- 
tody for attempting to blackmail Dr. Harper 
of Barnstaple by claiming that he had evi- 
dence in his possession showing that Dr. 
Harper’s son had poisoned Alice Marsh and 
Emma Schrivell, who died April last from 
the effects of strychnine. 

Edward Levy, who was in business in Chi- 
cago in 1880, was one of the witnesses called 
by the Coroner. He testified that he knew 
Neill in Chicago as Thomas Neill Cream, who 
practiced medicine. When the word “ Chi- 
cago’’ was pronounced at the commencement 
of Levy’s examination, Neill’s counsel imme- 
diately sprang to his feet and objected to the 
questions in regard to Neill’s doings prior to 
the subject of the present inquiry. 

The Coroner overruled the objection as the 
evidence was only to show that Neill wasa 
doctor and possessed certain knowledge. Mr, 
Levy then proceeded with his testimony. He 
said that Neill had visited his (witness’) 
brother-in-law in Chicago. 


OCTROI DUTIES CAUSE RIOTS IN SPAIN. 


Tax Offices at Selva Burned and the Collec- 
; tor Stoned. | 

Mapnrip, July 14.+-There is widespread riot- 
ing in Spain against the octroi duties. At 
Seiva, in the Province of Terragona, the oc- 
troi offices were burned by a mob. The 
Collector and the employés of the offices when 
they rushed from the burning building were 
stoned and several of them were badly injured.

STREAMS OF BURNING LAVA,

mountain side and it appears certain that 
several villages and a number of dwellings 
will be destroyed. All the craters are active. 
One is ejectitig a continuous streatn of lava 
several yards deep and wide. This stream 
presents the appearance of a river of tre and 
is beautiful to look at, though it is bound to 
ruin much property.

GEN, CARLIN REPORTS HIS ARRIVAL. 


Secretary Elkins Advised of the Situation 
—1,000 Soldiers in the Field. 


Wasurneton, D. C., July 14.—/{ Special. ]—

Moreover, Mr. Tatro, a mining 
engineer just arrived froin that country, says 
there is a good wagon road running through 
to Wardner Junction, and that the troops 
could have had no diffisulty whatever in cross- 
ing the stream and marching to that junction. 

When these four companies of the Second 
Infantry from Fort Missoula connect with 
Geu. Carlin he will have, in addition to five 
companies from the Fourteenth Infantry from 
Vancouver Barracks, 200 men from the Twen- 
ty-second Infantry from Fort Keogh, four 
companies from the Fourth Infantry from 
Fort Spokane, two companies of the Fourth 
Cavalry from Fort Walla Walla, and four com- 
panies of the Fourth Infantry from Fort Sher- 
man. This makes a total force of 1,000 men, 
including 200 militia. ) 

The War Department feels relieved at the 
reported arrival of Gen. Carlin at the mines, 
and it is éxpected that he will soon be master 
of the situation. If necessary the department 
can within three days increase the troops at 
the mimes to 3,000. Preparations are being 
made to do this, but it is not expected that it 
will be necessary.

POPE LEO ASKS FOR SUGGESTIONS, 


In His Exhibit He Will Be Guided by the 


Exposition Management. 

_ Pope Leo has opened the portals of the Vat 
ican to the managers of the World’s Fair. 
While necessarily unwilling to send to the Ex- 
position the mnost priceless treasures of paint- 
ing and sculpture, he is delighted at the op- 
portunity of exhibiting manuscripts and paint- 
ings appropriate to the occasion, He has del- 
egated Archbishop Ireland special authority 
to convey his regards to the Exposition man- 
agement and to give.the assurauce that he will 
be glad to make a display at the World’s Fair 
which will be thoroughly representative of the 
art collection of the Vatican. 

Archbishop Ireland reached headquarters 

yesterday morning. “The first person he 
called on was Thomas B. Bryan, President 
of the World’s Fair commission wo recent- 
ly visited Southern — r. Bryan, 
while nm Rom secu a special in- 
terview with the Pope, and so impressed his 
Holiness that when. he commissioned Arch- 
bishop Ireland to visit Chicago in the interest 
of an exhibit from the Vatican he requested 
that a joint report of what was desired be 
made by him and Commissioner Bryan. Arch- 
bishop Ireland on his visit at headquarters 
yesterday met a number of leading officials 
and did not hesitate to? announce the unpre- 
cedented cordiality which the Pope feels 
toward the Chicago Exposition. In speaking 
of his World’s Fair mission he said: , 
_ “The Pope is most enthusiastic over the 
World’s Fair. Ihave by his authority been 
commissioned to learn what the Exposition 
management would like from the Vatican. 
After my return from St. Paul, within a few 
days, I shall confer with the authorities, and 
especially Commissioner Bryan, as to what is 
wanted. After that I shall send a letter to his 
Holiness, which, through his Secretary of 
State, Rampolla, will probably be favorably 
acted upon. 

‘* What is it the Pope has in mind to send?” 

**He has left that to the Exposition manage- 
ment to suggest. I have my own idea, and 
that is that we should furnish manuscripts 
bearing on the early discovery of America, 
There are many other things of in 
I cannot outline them in detail until after 
conferences with the World’s Eair managers. 
By the Pope’s special order a f which 
manufactures mosaics exclusively for the 
Vatican has begun work on an exhibit, These 
mosaics will practically be grand works of 
art, and the factory is devoting itself entire.y 
to their production.” 

The Archtishop, who left Rome some time 

, bas been an observer of the interest 
which prevails in France and other European 
countries in regard to the Exposition. He is 
strongly of the opinion com missions 
have done a great deal of good work in Eu- 
rope. : 
‘** It is a mistake,”’ he said, “ to think that 
the envoys who have been:sent abroad by the 
management have done little orno good. While 
we in America imagine that we understand 
what the World’s Fair is to be, it is wrong to 
think that the same intelligent thought pre- 
vails in European countries. y, compara- 
tively speaking, know but little of us and 
know less as to our ways and manner of 
doing business. Hence too much effort can- 
not be made if we wish the Fair to 
be a complete success in  dissemi- 
nating infor.nation of all kinds throughout 
Europe, even details such as would appear to 
us as simple platitudes. I can say t in- 
terest of the Pope and of his Secretary of 
State, first awakened by Mr. Bryan, has been 
gradually growing. People whoa few months 
ago knew nothing of the Fair are now saying 
they will go to Chicago in 1893. I consider it 
most fortunate that Chicago was se for 
holding the Exposition. Foreigners generally 
are beginning to take great interest in the 
United States, and with the Added inducement 
of an International Exposition they will floc 
here in great numbers. 

“The Pope nes they se henge 3 the World’s 
Congresses. atholic Congress is ¢és- 
pecially engaging his attention, and he will 
shortly write a letter on this subject. I may 
say further, in a general way, that within a 
few days Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of 
the Board of Lady Managers, will receive a 
letter from his Holiness in answer to a request 
of hers formally preferred some weeks ago.” 

Through W. J. Onahan, who accompanied 
the Archbishop to headquarters yesterday, 4 
space of 3,000 square feet has been secured in 
the Art Palace. Here it is that the exhibit 
from the Vatican will be installed. The spe- 
cially cordial attitude of ree Leo is general- 
ly hailed with delight. At Centennial Ex-

Having Learned All There Is to Be Dis- 
' | govered of the Riot and Its Causes the 
Committee Goes Back to Washington— 
Some Valuable Testimony as to Wages 
and the Cost of Iron Production Ob- 
tained from Chairman Frick and Offi- 


_ @ers of the Amalgamated Association. 

Prrrssura, Pa., July 14.—The Congression- 
al committee completed the investigation of 
the labor troubles at Homestead this after- 
noon and returned to Washington this even- 
Ing. .* 

The committee resumed the investigation 
at 10 o’clock this mornimg. Before calling 
the witnesses Chairman Oates stated that the 
report that the committee was divided upon 
the question which they were investigating 
and that there would be a minority report 
‘made wasuntrue. He said the committee 
‘was now inquiring into the facts 
-of the case, ana it could not be 
determined until all witnesses had been ex- 

amined what report would be made nor 
whether any differences existed between 
“Members of the committee. He thought, 
however, that only one report would be made, 
and that report would be unanimously in- 
dorsed by the members of the committee. 
_ General Superintendent John A. Potter of 
the Carnegie company was then placed upon 
the witness stand and testified as follows: 

“T am general superintendent of the Home- 
gtead mills; am familiar with the work done 
there in all departments.” 

‘*You may state what work is done by dif- 
ferent classes of workmen in the mills at 
Homestead, beginning with the rollers.”’ 

A.—The work done in our mills 1s different 
from that done in any other mills. The 
roliers do not have the hiring or discharging 
of their assistants. That is ali done by the 
company. Each department has its own 
superintendent. The rollers are responsible 
for the work, and if improperly done are not 
paid for it. Here Mr. Potter described in de- 
tail the process of making armor plate, stat- 
ing that with the machinery used by the Car- 

-negie company the cost of production was 
much less-than that of other mills, and the 
profit to the laborers more. 

Q:—Have you had experience in other mills? 

A.—Yes, sir;but notin the plate milis. I 
was in the Braddock mills for a long time and 
have been in my present position for three and 
one-half years. 

Q.—How do these mills compare with other 

_ mills in the matter of production, labor re- 
quired to produce, the output, and wages for 
laborers? 


ae Best Mills in the World. 
A.—We huve the best mills in the world— 
- the most complete and automatic. Our prod- 
ucts are not made to the same extent by any 
other mills in the world, and we have many 
appliances that are not to be found elsewhere. 
Q.—You have had a large experience in 
mills of the kind? 
A.—Yes. sir; since I was 12 yearsold.. lam 
now past 30. 
Q.—What, then, are the advantages in the 
Homestead mills by which a man there can

Chairman Oates— Mr. Frick, several 
statements have been made as to the effect 
the scale would have upon the men in the four 
departments.

Mr. Frick put in a comparative list of wages 
in ~s different departments during the month 
of May. . 

Oates—Why do you take May as an exam- 
ple?

A 
statement of open hearth furnace No. 2 for 
May showed that out of 29 men employed

| seven not. Mr. McLuckie, a witneas yesterday, 


said that we had purchased the Duquesne 
works to control the price of billets at the 
Homestead works. For example, say that a 
reduction of $1 on 20,000 tons of billets at 
Duquesne would affect the wages at Home- 
stead. We would lose $20,000 a month at 
Duquesne to save $3,200 at Homestead. The 
statement of Mr. McLuckie, it is apparent, is 
absurd. We have lost money this year on 
every ton of billets, slabs, and blooms sold at 
Homestead. 

Oates—Are the wages fixed arbitrarily? 

Frick—W ith the exception of those fixed by 
the sliding scale the rate of the wages is fixed 
arbitrarily. 

Mr. Frick proceeded to give a statement 
that the Carnegies do not control the billet 
market. At Duquesne, he said, 800 tons were 
turned out in a day, while by Jones & 
Laughlin, the firm used yesterday for the 
purpose of comparison, 1,000 tons were pro- 
duced. He thought that was sufficient to 
show that the Carnegies donot have a mo- 
nopoly. The new beam mill at Homestead 
was completed about fitty days ago ata cost

Cost of the Homestead Mills. 


Oates—W hat did the Homestead mills cost? 

Frick—The plant cost about $5,000,000 or 
$6,000,000. It wassaid yesterday that Jones 
& Laughlin had a much better mill than our 
twenty-three-inch mill. That may be true, 
but we will rebuild and make our mill more 
modern. Our mills are under superintend- 
ents, and what the men make they keep, 
while at Jones & Laughlin’s they pay a per- 
centage to others. In regard to a question 
brought up by a witness as tothe mortgages 
held by the company, that is done merely to 
accommodate our employés. If a man pays 


amount needed and permit. him to repay so 
much a month. Wecharge 6 per cent inter- 
est, however, but never foreclose a mortgage. 
We pay our workmen 6 per cent per annum 
for deposits in our association.

Chairman Oates then asked the witness 
about the cost uf billets.

All His Other Workmen Strike on Him 
and Fifteen Thousand Men Are Out, 
Dat That Does Not Disconcert the Chair- 

man of the Company, Who Seems to 
Have the Trump Cards in His Hands— 
Militia Leave Homestedd in a Condition 
That Can Truthfully Be Called Quiet. 

Pirrssure, Pa. July 14.—[Special. ]— 
Cream could be frozen in the office of the 
Carnegie cempany in this town today with- 
out the aid of ice. It isthe coolest place in 
the country. Chicago as a summer resort 1s 
not to be compared with it. 

One would never suppose, sitting in the 
room of the officers, that its business was 
shut down and that 16,000 of its laborers had 
been’ crossed off its books; 4,000 at Home- 
stead and 12,000 at the city mills, which 
closed down today. 

The closing down began at noon, as THE 
TRIBUNE said it would be done, And yet Mr. 
Frick said in his pleasant way when asked 
about it this afternoon that he had not heard 
of tt'except through the newspapers. 

What would he do when he heard of it 
officially? he was asked. 

Nothing, he replied. 

He said, moreover, there was nothing to be 
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done. He said’ the men had a right to quit 
work if they wanted to. It was nothing to 
him. 

Would you employ non-union men to go 
to the city mills? 

He did not know; he was in no hurry to 
employ anybody. 

Had he heard from Homestead today? 

Only what he had read in the papers. 

Were any arrests to be made? 

None that he knew of, 

Were any non-union men being employed 
to go there? 

None that he knew of. 

Did he know anything in connection with 
this situation that he cared to say to the pub- 
hie? : 

Nota thing. Everything was quiet. The 
Carnegie company was not losing any: sleep 
and he hoped the public was enjoying the 
same great blessing. 

Mr. Lovejoy, Auditor of the company, an- 
other pleasant gentleman, said he did not 
know a thing about the walk-out at the city 
mills. He was not concernihg himself about 
other people’s troubles.

_ A box containing fifty pounds of dynamite 
in sticks was found at the City Farm Station 
at the west end of the bulwarks at noon. The 
matter was at once reported to Col, Green, 
who sent a detachment of the provost guard, 
which carefully removed it under the guid- 
ance of Engineer Bailey to a safe place within 
the mill-yards. [he box was found partly 
covered with rubbish at the north side of the 
little railway station. It is supposed by Coil. 
Green to have been left there by the rioters 
after the battle with the Pinkertons, though 
others adhere to the belief that it was put 
there to be used in case an attempt should be 
made to start the mill with non-union men. 
The strike leaders declared they knew nothing 
of the dynamite or where it came from; but 
be that as it may, there was enough in the box 
to have wrecked the Carnegie mills, 

Lots of Dynamite, 

It is known the strikers haa large quantities 
of dynamite, and that they used some of it on 
the day of the fight with the Pinkertons, and 
it is not at all improbable they intended to 
make further use of the terrible explosive in 
case affairs did not go to suit them. To make 
sure there was nu more of it, Col. Green sent 
several of his men to make a diligent search; 
but they failed to find more. 

Early in the day there was a rumor started 
to the effect thata train load of non-union 
men was to be taken to the mills at noon, and 
that the object of scattermmg 500 soldiers 
through the town was to suppress an uprising 
of the strikers. Though the rumor gained a 
wide circulation, and was generally believed, 
it created but little stir. e strikers seemed 
to realize they were powerless to cope with an 
organized army like that under the command 
of Gen. Snowden.

Drawings and Plans for a Substitute for 
Water Tunnels Received. 

Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich has 
received drawings and plans of a substitute 
for tunnels under the lake. The device which 
bears the recommendation of expert engineers 
consists of a line of wrought iron pipe con- 
structed in sections, but screwed together on 
the lake and sunk at onetime. The pipe may 
be of any diameter and extended any distance 
in the lake. Mr. Aldrich says that as the plan 
is recommended by competent engineers he 
thinks it worth investigating. .

RECEIVER FOR THE VINCENNES BANK. 


Investigation of the Affairs Still Going On, 
but Its Insolvency Reported. 

Vincennzgs, Ind., July 14.—[Special. ]}—Bank 
Examiner Holmes has not yet completed his 
labors of investigating the condition of the 
Vincennes National Bank, but he has pro- 
gressed far enough to arrive definitely ‘at the 
conclusion that the broken bank is insolvent, 
and has telegraphed the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington City advising the appoint- 
ment of a receiver at once, Mr. Holmes cannot 
complete his labors before next week,.but it is 

robable that a receiver will be appointed 

‘riday or Saturday. The bank will go into 

enforced liquidation and it is believed that the 
stockholders will realize but little, though the 
depositors may not suffer. Among those 
pamed for the receivership of the bank are 
Henry L. Smith, formerly a teller in the 
First Nahonal Bank of Indianapolis; A. 8S. 
Twineham of Frinceton; and Judge Packard 
of New Albany. The receivership will 
$20,000 a year with a clerk’s salary of $300 
additional. The stockholders and directors 
will endeavor to avoid the appointment of a 
receiver, as.it is believed that if oné be ap- 
pointed the settlement of affairs will be 
delayed. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14.—[ Special. |—A 
telegram received at ‘the Treasury Depart- 
ment from the National Bank Examiner in 
charge of the Vincennes, Ind., National Bank 
announces the insolvency of the institution 
with liabilities. Some time will be occu- 
pied in gettimg pass-books of depos- 
itors and other necessary information and 
it may be several days yet ere the 
exact condition of affairs can be ascertained. 
Enough data, however, have been collected by 
the Controller of the Currency to show that 
the losses of the stockholders will be upwards 
of $100,000 with a rising tendency. Just as 
soon\as the examiner finishes his investigation 
the insolvent concern will be turned over to a 
receiver, who is yet to be named by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Langlais Makes an Assignment. 

Qvuesec, July i4.—Joseph H. Langlais, 
the well-known St. Josephs street wholesale and 
retail stationer, whose name has of late been so 
frequently mentioned in counection with his five- 
year contract with the Mercier government, as- 
signéd at the demand of Messrs. J.B. Rolland & 
Fils., wholesale stationers of Montreal. The 
affair cansed a considerable sensation, as Mr. 
Langlais was one of the most successful station- 
ery merchants in the city. The concern was per- 
fectlysolvent until the Deboucherville govern- 
ment repudiated Mr. Langlais’ letters of credit 
and the contract which heid with the late adinin- 
istration. Thecondition of the estate is as follows: 
Liabilities, $135,960, assets nominally $226,000. 


Sufferings of Tombigbee Valley People. 

MonteGomery, Ala. July 14.—Gov. Jones 
has received information from Gainesville, Sumter 
County, that a number of people had been ren- 
dered destitute by the overflow, and ask him to 
appeal to Congress for an appropriation for their 
relief.

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WITNESSES BEFORE THE INTER. 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Officials Refuse to Produce the Stock Books | 


of Various Companies and Profess Igno- 
rance on Many Subjects—Questions That 
Will Be Submitted to Judge Gresham for 
Pecision—The Case of the Chicago and 
Grand Trank Railway—Interesting Facts 
Regarding Railway Foreclosure Sales. 


Commissioner Veazey and his Inter-State 


‘Commerce Commission made a sustained ef- 


fort yesterday raorning to find out the rela- 


tionship existmg, between the Illinois Steel 
~gompany aud the Various side-tracks that 
pare been posing as incorporated railroads. 

Vice-President Sterling was subpoenaed and 
-gdemand made on him for the stock book of 
‘hiscompany. Mr. Sterling was accompanied 
byalong array of legal talent. The com- 
mission also made a formal demand 
on J. S. O'Keefe, Auditor of the 
five  side-track railway com panies, 
to produce the stock books of those compa. 

* nies. The object was to make a comparison 
of the Illinois Steel company’s stock books 
and those of the railways, to see to what ex- 
tent, if any, the stockholders were identical. 
Mr. Brimson, President of the railway com- 
panies, was also asked a few questions. Mr. 
Brimson turned out to be quite ignorant on 
the subjects im hand.- F. S. Chase, the As- 
sistaut General Freight Agent, was called, 
and was equally reticent. 

At 1 p. m., the commission took a recess till 
$p.m. -At the afternoon session counsel for 
Messes. Sterling and O’Keefe had a poser to 
offer the commission. Counsel rose and 
gaid : 

“We are compelled to respectfully decline 
to accept the order on Mr. O'Keefe to present 
to the commission the stock bocks of the 
Joliet and Blue Island railway and others. Un 


behalf of President Sterling of the Illinois 


Steel coinpany counsel wishes to state 
respectfully that the Ilinois Steel company is 
nota party to the case and refuses to show 
its ‘stock bogksto the commission for that 
reason,” 

Whether the companies. will be compelled 


to show these books to the commission is a 
question that Judge Gresham will be called on 


to decide when he sees fit. 
Another Case Taken Up. 

Pending Judge Gresham’s decision, the 
eases of the Chicago and Grand Trunk rail- 
way and the fast freight lines were taken up 

_ by the commission. 

Commissioner Veazey opened the investiga- 
tion by saying: 

“We have been informed that the Grand 
Trunk maintains that it. has the right as a 
‘Canadian road to take traffic at less than the 
published tariff; that it is not subject to an 
act to reguiar commerce; and that no law in 
this country can regulate it in respect to 
freight from the United States to Canada or 
through Canada, with especial relation to 
export trafjc.”’ 

E. W. Meadow, representing the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk, made a lengthy statement 
flatly denying that the Grand Trunk had ever 
taken such a stand. On the contrary he pro- 
duced letters and circulars to show that orders 
had always been sent to the company’s 
agents instructing them to observe the law 
to the very letter. He admitted that 

agents might have erred, but said he did

RAILROAD FORECLOSURE SALES. 


Some Interesting Facts Concerning Those 
of the Last Six Months. 

In its next issuethe Railway Age and North- 
western Reilroader will contain an article on 

Foreclosure Sales and Receiverships in Six 
Months.” It shows that while the first six 
months of 1892 were accompanied by a small 
amount of new railway construction, they also 
formed a half year marked by comparatirely 
few sales of railways under foreclosure and 
most of the roads which thus changed hands 
were small and had been for years in an in- 
solvent condition. ~ It appedrs that during 
the first six months of the year fourteen com- 
panies, representing 1,183 miles of road and 
neurly $68,000,000 of .bonded debt and capital 
stock, were sold out for the purpose of reor- 
ganization. ese figures du not include un- 
paid imterest on bonds or floating debts, 
which might properly be added to the amount 
involved and would increase it considerably. 

The most 1mportant road in the list is the 
Florida Southern, with over 300 miles of line 
although representing a comparatively snail 
capitalization ; while the Oregon Pacifie with 
166 miles appear to have a debt and capital ot 
nearly $20,000,000, and the little Lebanon 
Springs road, fifty-seven miles long, is cred- 
ited with $8,000,000 of funded debt besides 
$1,644,000 of capital. In the case of 
the latter, however, $5,000,000 of the debt 
is of long standing, being carried over 
from a previous sale and reorganization to 
whieh this unfortunate property was subject. 
An important line under construction, the 
Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago, of which 
the Tennessee Division was sold this year, 
will doubtless, as the result of the reorganiza- 
tion which will follow, be p to comple- 
tion. The enterprise contemplates a line 
nearly 300 miles long, of which 175 miles are 
completed. The fourteen companies sold are 
located in ten different States, three being in 
Oregon and two in New York. 

As regards roads that went into the hands 
of receivers the paper says:

[. appears that during the tirst six months of 
1892 twenty-four railway companies, with 9,179 
miles of road and representing bonds and stock 
to the prodigious arhount of over $309,800,000, be- 
came insolvent and were placed in the charge of 
receivers for the benefit of their creditors, In re- 
spect to mileage and capitalization these aggre- 

ates for six months are far greater than those 
or any twelve months for many years. In the 
first six months of last year our record of receiver- 
ships showed only sixteen roads, aggregating 1,512 
miles and- $56,204,000 of capita!. For the entire 
year 1891 the totals were twenty-six roads, 2,159 
miles, $84,479,000 capital, and for the year 1590 
they were twenty-six roads, 2,963 miles, $105,007,- 
000 capital. In respect to mileage and money the 
list for the last half-year exceeds the aggregates 
of several previous years. 


THE “Q” WILL NOT WITHDRAW. 


President Perkins Defines the Company’s 
Position. 


There is not a particle of truth in the report 
that the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 


road. company had decided to withdraw from 


the Western Traffic Association. Whilé the’ 
Burlington would probably be pleased to be 


out uf the association yet it has no inten. 
tion of withdrawing therefrom. 
other roads are not satisfied with 
the position it takes regarding the agreement, 
they will have to declare the Burlington to 
have forfeited its membership and they are 
not likely to do this. The-precipitate adjourn- 
ment of the Advisory Board in New York a 
few days ago shows that matters will retain 
as they are until next Octuber. The associa- 
tion agreement is and has been a dead let- 
ter for some time past and the keeping 


up of the association under existing circum-~ 


stances is simply a farce. The farce, how- 
ever, is to be continued indefinitely, as none of 
the roads have the mvral courage to take a 
decided stand against it. 

Presideat Perkins of the Burlington, who 
was interviewed in Bostoh yesterday regarding

of its Board of Directors demanding that the 
agreement be changed is a misrepresentation 
of the Burlington company’s position.

This part of the 
agreement has been ignored by the Advisory 
Board,jand the demand of the Burlington 
company was simply that it should be com- 
plied with, and nothing more.” 
New! York, July 14.—(Special.]—It is ru- 
morediin railroad circles that the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad company will 
withdraw from the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion use of the action ‘of the Advisory 
Board for condemning Freight Agent Miller 
for cutting tariff rates. At last Tuesday’s 
meeting, says & member of the Advisory 
Board, the representatives of the Burlington 
road plainly. indicated their intention of at- 
tending no more meetings unless the constitu- 
tion of the association is revised to make a 
four-fifths vote of the Board necessary to con- 
firm the commissioner’s report. This is looked 
upon as equivalent to an intention to with- 


draw. 


New-Yorkers Want a Bridge Badly. 
A New York nian writes to Toe Txibunz as 


follows: ; 

Plans for a great bridge over the Hudson River 
between the City of New York and the State of 
New Jersey. aré nearly ready to be submitted to 
the New yoek Stas Commission, of which the 
Hon. Andrew H. Green is the head. That there 
is need of such a bridge there is no doubt. The 
passenger and freight traffic between Jersey City 
and New York should not be compelled to break 
bulk at the west side of the Hudson, but should 
have easy means of reaching the heart ef the City 
of New York. The location selected by the commis- 
sion provides for easy grades and curves and also 
allows trains of heavy Pullman cars to maintain 
a speed of twenty-five miles an hour over the 
bridge and approaches to the Union Depot at 
Forty-second street and Broadway. The States 
of New York and New Jersey have granted the 
necessary chartersto the New York and New 
Jersey Bridge company, and all that is required is 
for Congress to give its consent for the Secretary 


of War to approve the plans.

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DEFINE THE HARBOR. 


COLLECTOR CLARK WANTS THE 
CHICAGO MATTER ADJUSTED. 


—— ' 


Question of Jurisdiction Over the River 
and Basin Referred to Secretary Foster 
—Statement of Pending Difficulties and 
the Bill Proposed—Into the New Naval 
Observatory—Congresémen and Senators 
Anxious for Adjoursiment—New Legis- 
lation Proposed, ' | 

Wasurtneton, D. C., July 14.—[Special. ]—A 
letter from the Secretary of the Treasury 
transmitting a communication from the Col- 
lector of Customs at Chicago giving reasons 
why Conrgess should .at « nce provide suitable 
legislation for the supervision of Chicago Har- 
bor was laid before the House today. Col- 
lector Clark says confusion exists in the minds 
of thé public at large, cf vessel-owners, and 
various officials as to the right of jurisdiction 
over the river and harbor of the Port of Chi- 
cago, and he therefore submits the facts for the 
consideration of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and for such action as he may deem proper. 

The Collector has had consultations with the 

Mayor, Corporation Counsel, and Chief of 

Police, each of whom seems to be anxious to 

aid in an early and proper settlement of the 

question in the interest of all parties con- 
cerned. 

The harbor of Chicago consists of several 


distinct and detached portions. The Chicago 


River. with tributaries, ¢ompose the oldest 
and main portion of the harbor. Over these 
waters until recently the city government has 
exercised exclusive jurisdiction, has main- 
tained order through its harbormaster and 
police, built btidges at will, prevented ob- 
structions, and attended to dredging and gen- 
eral care and maintenance of the waterway. 

It is now understood that by virtue of the 
River ana Harbor act Congress has assumed 
jurisdiction over these waters. Whether the 
city will sealord to build any more bridges 
or to pass ordinances governing the same is a 
question that will soon press for s0- 
lution. The Collector is not in- 
formed as to the extent of the authori- 
ty vested in the United States engineer 
officers on duty at Chicago as to this part of 
the harbor, but when recéntly complaint was 
inade to the Collector that parties were filling 
in the North Branch so ag to cause a serious 
obstruction to navigation he learned that the 
orders of the engineer gave him no authority 
concerning the North Bratch, 

The Collector carried the complaint and evi- 
dence to the United States District Attorney, 
with whom the matter stil] remains. The city 
government in attempting recently to prevent 
parties obstructing that part of the river was 
restrained by the courts. 

No ‘Question at South Chicago. 

The harbor at South Chicago, on Calumet 
River, recently brought within the city limits 
by annexa‘ion has generally been understood 
to be under the care of the General Govern- 
ment. A Deputy Collector of Customs is 
stationed at South Chicagd to whom vessels 
report arrivals and clearances are granted. 
There is no special question of jurisdiction as 
to South Chicago. | ~ 

The outer harbor or lake basin, an inclosed 
arm of the lake, embracing two or three 
hundred acres, is in charge of Capt. Marshall 
of the United States Engineer Corps, and is a 
harbor of refuge and general anchvurage 
grounds. The Collector says he does not 
know the extent of the authority of the 
engimeer officer over this harbor. The city 
government has never claimed or exercised 
jurisdiction not even to the extent of control 
by the harbormasters, or proper police pro- 
tection. 

There is now, says Collector Clark, and has 
been for several years past, a notoriously dis- 
reputable craft, or bumboat, making its home 
in this harbor, in open defiance to all author- 
ity. No municipal, State, or Federal official 
has felt sufficient confidence in his authority 
to suppress the nuisance. During the last sea- 
son there were many déeds of lawlessness 
committed by officers of the excursion boats 
in their competition for business, such as will- 
ful obstruction of right of way, collisions, and 
violence of various kinds. 

The Collector found that he could do noth. 
ing but refer such complaints to the United 
States local inspectors. The outer harbor 
should remain in control of the General Gov- 
ernment, and authority shouid be vested in 
some government official’ to maintain order 
and to protect the interests of the public. 


To Get Possession of the Basin. 


There have been many schemes to obtain 
possession of portions of the basin fcr private 
use, by anchoring boats néar the shore to be 
used as saloons, lodging houses, etc. One 
party thought seriously;of building a large 
amusement hall, floating it to a suitable place 
in the basin and then timbering it down to 
the bottom and thus making a practically 

rmanent structure. During the World’s 

uir these schemes will multiply and there 
will be besides an immense increase of the 
legitimate uses of the basin for the anchorage 
of vessels and as a means of water cummuni- 
cation to the Fair. 

The Collector suggests that as a small reve- 
nue cutter 1s now being constructed for use 
in Chicago harbor authority might be vested 
in its commander to exercise general super- 
vision over the harbor. He remarks that the 
unsettled state of affairs on the Lake-Front 
may be largely due to the litigation pending 
in the United States Supreme Court. in which 
the city, the State,‘ the MNlinois Central 
railway, and the General Government are all 
parties, involving . title to the property along 
the shore and the riparian rights. He sug- 
gests special and immediate action by Con- 
gress. 

In a supplemental communication Collector 
Clark says the necessity for a speedy adjust- 
mnent of the questions raised is emphasized by 
recent events on the Lake-Front. He refers 
to the fact that a large number of excursion 
boats having their landings on the breakwater 
built by the Illinois Central railroad company 
have been ordered away because the World’s 
Fair authorities want to build docks along the 
Lake- Front for the accommodation of passen- 
gers who will use this route to the Fair 
grounds, and that it is possible serious trouble 
may occur before the matter is settled. 

Secretary Foster’s Proposed Bill. 

Secretary Foster also transmitted to Con- 
gress the draft of a bill which he thinks will 
accomplish the objects desired. The text of 
the bili is as follows: 

Sec. 1. That the Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized, empowered, and directed to define and 
establish an anchorage ground for vessels in the 
harbor of Chicago, to adopt suitable rules and 
reguiatipns in relation thereto, and to take all 
necessary measures for the proper enforcement of 
such’rules and regulations. -. 

Sec. 2. That in the event of the violation of any 
such rules or regulations by the owner, master, or 
person in charge of any vessel such owner, master, 
or person in charge of such vessel shall be liable 
to a penalty of $100, ahd the vessel may be holden 
for the payment of| such penalty and may be 
seized and proceeded against summarily by libel 
for the récovery of the same in any United States 
District Court for{district within whichjsuch vesse] 
may be, and in the name of the officer designated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately, 


RECEDED FROM THE DISAGREEMENT. 


The House Allows the Battleship Appro- 
priation—Naval Bill Passed. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 14.—The House 
met today ready to dispose of the business 
which stands between it and an early adjourn- 
ment.

Scott’s Anti-Pinkerton Bill. 


In the House today Representative Scott of 
[}linois introduced for reference a bill making 
it unlawful for any railroad, steamboat, or 
other transportation company doing an inter- 
State transportation or carrying business to 
transport or permit to be transported over its 
lines any body of armed men. whether assum- 
ing to act as adetective or police force or not, 
provided that this act shall not apply 
to those engaged in the military 
service of the United States or any State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia. 
Further, that any owner, President, manager, 
officer, or employé of any inter-State trans- 
portation company upon a conviction for vio- 
lation of this act shall be fined ina sum not 
less than $5,000 and imprisoned not exceeding 
one year, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. Any person or corporation violating 
the provisions of this act-shall be liable to the 
person injured in person or property by such 
organized armed’ body of men, to be recov- 
ered in any court. having jurisdiction of sitn- 
ilar causes. |

THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S UNION GATH-

Praise Service and a Keception Held 
Last Night—Notable Men Among the 
5,000 Delegates—A Young Man Jailed 
for Getting Money Too Easily—A Na- 
tional Guard Company Organized at 
Sibley, Ia.—One of Bartlett’s Victims 
Dead—General News of the Northwest. 

Derrorr, Mich., July 14.~—[{Special.]}—The 
first session of the national convention of the 
Baptist Young People’s Union of America 
was held at the Detroit rink this evening, and 
until Sunday night they will own the town 
There are not over . 2,000 delegates here, but 
before the opening session tomorrow it is ex- 
pected the number will exceed 5,000, Michi- 
gan alone will send 1,000 and Illinois will be 
not far behind. The Detroit rink seats 5,000 
people and the Detroit Operu-House has been 
secured for the overtiow meeting, which it is 
expected will be necessary. 

The New York and New England represent- 
atives reached Detroit at 9:15 o’clock last 
evening. They were about 120 in number and 
filled three sleepers and two day coaches. 
Among the most prominent of the delegates 
are the Rev. H. C. Mabie of Boston, formerly 
Home Secretary of the American Baptist Mis- 
sionary Union; the Rev. G. E. Horr Jr., of 
Boston, editor of The Watchman; C. J. 
Spencely,a celebrated lay member of the 
union; Frank H. Field, the President of the 
New York State Union; the Rev. Moses Bixby, 
of Providence, R. L; the Rev. Kittredge 
Wheeler, of Hartford, Conn., and the Rev. 
Layton Williams, of New York City. 

One of the most notable workers among 
the Baptists present is President John H. 
Chapman of Chicago, who for twenty 
years has been a prominent figure in 
the work of the denomination both in Chi- 
cago and in the Nation. He is at present 
one of the trustees of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary. The President of the Michigan 
union is the Rev. Augustus S. Carman, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church of Ann Arbor. He 
isa young man of untirmg activity and 
splendid abilities. 

At 7:15 this evening when the praise service 
opened the convention the big rink was 
crowded to the doors, and as the rink was 
brilliant with flags and bunting and cut 
flowers and potted plants and every 
delegate wore three distinct badges . of 
as inany bright colored ribbons the effect was 
dazzling. After the praise service forinal re- 
ligious exercises were held. A. H. Finn, 
President of the Detrvit union, made a hap- 
pily worded address of welcome which was 
responded to by the Rev. Dr, W. M. Lawrence 
of Chicago. 
read his annual report, which showed a grati- 
fying increase in membership, the total now 
reaching over 1,250,000. The increase in Mich- 
igan alone during the last year exceeds 3,000.

MICHIGAN’S CROP CONDITIONS, 


The YVield of Wheat Promises to Be Greater 
than Last Year. 

Lanstne, Mich., July 14.—|[ Special. |—The 
Michigan crop report for the first week in July 
issued today shows that the number of acres 
of wheat in the State in May of this year was 
1,620,274. The estimated yield is 24,912,997 
bushels. This is an average of 15.48 bushels 
in the southern counties, 14.85 in the central, 
and 15 in the northern. The area th wheat 
this year is nearly 180,000 acres greater than 
was harvested in 1891, All of the southern 
tiers of counties except St. Clair and Wayne 
report damage by the hessian fly and weevil, 
also from rust and the heavy rains. The 
central counties report damage from 
the latter causes only, while the north- 
ern counties report no injury what- 
ever, and say that the prospects are 
for a crop above the average of former years. 
Corn and potatoes are generally reported in 
good condition. The average condition of 
meadows and pastures and of clover sown 
this year is over 100 percent. Apples now 
promise but 45 per cent in the southern coun- 
ties, 74in the central, and 90 in the northern. 
Peaches are reported at 59, 89, and 94 per cent 
for the respective sections. The wool chip of 
the State this year will be about 12,150,000 
pounds.

IT IS A GRAVE QUESTION. 


Order at Homestead—What Are the Troops 
to Do? 

New York Sun (Dem.): Gov. Pattison hav- 
ing at last tardily and grudgingly. determined 
to do his duty by bringing out the. troops of 
Pennsylvania for the restoration of order at 
Homestead, the question enters into a new 
stage, and official judgment upon what has 
already taken place there is clearly though 
not finally proncunced. 

What are the troops to do at Homestead? 
They areto put down the strikers’ guards, 
their pickets, their armed forces which they 
have established around the Carnegie mills. 
They are to put the mills and all the property 
beloaging thereto into the possession of the 
owners, that is, the Carnegie company. They 
are to upen access to the mills to all ceable 
persons who may wish to g° there. They are 
to protect any watchmen,-whether hired from 
Pinkerton’s agency or elsewhere, whom the 
company may wish to put in charge of the 
property. They areto afford protection to 
any new men whom the company may engage 
In short, they 
are to restore the entire legal mghts of the 
owners and defend them by the lawful force 
of the State. 

What does this change amount to? It 
amounts toa total condemnation of all that 
has been done there by the strikers. It 
amounts to a condemnation of their shutting 
up the avenues of the town, and allowing no 
one to pass through them who might not be 
satisfactory to their leaders. It amounts to a 
coudemnation of the attempt made by the 
strikers to prevent the employment of new 
workers in their places, and to frighten away, 
or drive away, or murder any new workers 
who might be disposed to seek such employ- 
ment. Tt amounts, above all, to asolemn 
condemnation of the dynamite bombs, the 
burning oil, and all the other atrocious and 
horrible methods and incidents employed by 
the strikers to destroy the Pinkerton men 
whom the company brought there by way of 
the river. : 

In short, it is a declaration that all the vio- 
lent proceedings, all the cruel, and ferocious 
means of death and destruction that have been 
brought into the case, were illegal, unjustifia- 
ble, not only contrary to law, but conrrary to 
the dictates of good sense ‘as well as of com- 
mon humanity.

PLACING THE BON DS. 


METROPOLITAN ELEVATED SECUR- 
ITIES BEING OFFERED. 


The Street Railway Stocks Again Advance 


Sharply—Unsatisfactory Thrashing Re- 
turns and Reports of Hot Weather in 
Kansas Advance Grain and the Market 
Closes Strong. Exeept for Provisions, 
Which Were a Little, Easier—South Wa- 
ter Street Markets Fairly Active. 


Active work is now being done in placing the se- 
curities of the Metropolitan Elevated railroad. 
The matter is in-charge of Lee, Higginson & Co., 
of Boston, but a number of the solidest capital- 
ists in Chicago are also interested in the enter- 
prise. The method of floating the securities 
will be similar to that employed by the Chicago 
and South Side Rapid Transit company. A con- 
struction company has made a contract with the 
Elevated railroad company for the construcaon 
of nine and one-half miles of road, and takes the 
$7,500,000 of bonds and $7,500,000 of stock in pay- 
ment. A portion of those securities arenow being 
offered in a quiet way to investors. J. W. Doane 
and Ferd Peck are among those who are under- 
stood to be interested in the matter bere, Spencer 
& McDonald, the brokers, have also taken sub- 
scriptions. The bonds are being offered to sub- 
scribers with a stock bonus, The usual price that 
has been asked is 90 for the bonds, with a stock 
bonus of 20 percent. In some casesithe stock 
bonus has been larger than that, one authority 
saying that the real ground floor combipation was 
the bonds at 90 with a stock bonus of 40 per cent. 


ly, however, deny positively that a bonus as largés 


as 40 per cent has been given to any one, 
althougn it is admitted in some cases 
more than 20 per cent has been given. Lee, Hig- 
ginson & Co, have sent out letters to some of their 
confidential correspondentg,offering the securi- 
ties for sale. There seems to be no doubt what- 
ever that satisfactory arrangements will be made 
for floating the enterprise. That, indeed, has 
already been accomplished, and the present plac- 
ing of the securities seems to be more in the nat- 
ure of taking them off the hands of underwriters. 
Men who are familiar with both Col. Wolcott, 
wbo is at the head of the Metropolitan enterprise, 
and with Mr. Yerkes say that there is undoubted- 
ly a more or less intimate understanding between 
them regarding this project.

Otherwise conditions were generally fa- 
vorable. The weather abroad was calied “ un- 
summerlike.”’

corn, 311 cars; oats, 265 cars; and 17,000 hogs. 

The Price Current estimates that the wheat 
crop will not exceed 505,000,000 bu and is likely to 
be under rather than over that figure.
